When the matter of the diphtheria 


cure was referred to Mr. Kaufman read 
a letter from Attorney A. Israel, of the 
firm of Cohen & Israel. 
Under date of 


January 14, Mr. Israel says: 


"Gentlemen—I take pleasure in giv- 


ing you this account of the efficacy of 
anti-toxiue, as demonstrated under my 
own personal observation in the case of 
my daughter, Marguerite, aged S 3'ears. 
The child gave some indications of be- 
ing ill about 5 o'clock on the afternoon 
of December 24, 1894, while my 
wife 


and 1 were visiting at the home of Mr. 
Chas. L. Sutro, at 00 West Seventy-first 
street. New York, 


"We at once called in Dr. E. G. Wie- 


ner, 
of East Sixty-fifth street, lie was 


undecided as to the child's ailment, but 
ordered her to be isolated from the 
other children in the house. Next day 
at 11 o'clock he pronounced her sick- 
ness to be diphtheria. At his request 
we culled in Dr. Hermann M. Biggs, of 
West Fifty-eighth street, New York, 
who has charge of the bacteriological 
department of the New York board of 
health, and who has personal charge of 
the manufacture of auli-toxine by the 
city authorities, lie also pronounced 
the case diphtheria, and a bacteriolo- 
gical examination of the child's sputum 
was found to contain the true diph- 
theria germs. 


"Dr. Biggs then injected the usual 


quantity of anti-toxine hypodermically 
in the child's left side at S o'clock on 
the evening of Dec. 25th. Her pulse 
was then iOt), and her temperature 10-) 
S-10. The membrane had entirely cov- 
ered the loft tonsil, winch was greatly 
swollen and about half of the surface 
of the right tonsil, with a Irrge patch 
of membrane seated in the back of her 
throat.. The misal passages wero so ob- 
structed by the formation of membrane 
as TO make nasal breathing impossible. 
The rapid formation of 
membrane 


within the first tvvonty-four hours ol' 
her illness gave every evidence of a se- 
vere attack of tlu> disease. 
Such "was 


the opinion of Dr. Biggs, Dr. Wiener 
and the two trained nurses in attend- 
ance. 


"At S o'clock the next evening Dr. 


Biggs administered another injection of 
anti-toxine of only half the quantity 
first used. At this time the child's 
pulse was down to 120 and her temper- 
ature to 101. The membrane had not 
developed one particle after the first 
injection of anti-toxine, while her pulse 
and temperature at once began to fall, 


"Within twenty-four hours after the 


second injection there was scarcely any 
perceptible membrane, either in the 
back of her throat or on her tonsils. 
All difficulty of swallowing or of nasal 
breathing had disappeared. Ber pulse 
had dropped to 95 and her temperature 
to 100. Withiu twenty-four hours her 
pulse and temperature were normal, 
and she was out of clanger. Sue has 
entirely recovered."

.CHICAGO, Jan. 17.—A jury in" the 
United States court created a sensation 
Wednesday by defying the distinct 
command of Judge Seaman, and refus- 
ing to bring in a verdict in accordance 
with the court's instructions. 
The 


case at issue was the 825,000 damage 
suit of Marie Cahill, a young girl who 
was run over and crippled on Novem- 
ber 25, 18D3, by-an engine of the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad-on 
the leased tracks of the stock jrards 
company. 


In charging the jury Judge Seaman 


told them that" the evidence showed 
that no responsibility attached to the 
defendant; that it was the lessees of 
the tracks of the stock yards company, 
upon which company involved the re- 
sponsibility of providing a proper 
crossing at the point where the acci- 
dent occurred, and instructed them to 
return a verdict for the defendant. 


One after another the jurors arose 


and said: 
- 


"Your honor, I can not render such 


a verdict." 


Judge Seamans' face flushed. 
He 


gazed at the rebellious jurors for a mo- 
ment, and then told them to go into 
the jury room and agree upon a ver- 
dict. As the jury were filing out of the 
room, Lawyer Prendergast, for the 
plaintiff, arose and said: 
;'This is the most remarkable pro- 


ceeding I have ever witnessed. I de- 
sire to take exception to the charge of 
the court to the jury. The court has 
no right to command the jury .to 
render a verdict for the defendants. 
The jury is the sole authority in this 
matter." 


The members of the jury are all 


from outside of Chicago. 


At 3 o'clock the jury returned and 


the judge addressed the jurors in rela- 
tion to'his instructions when the case 
was given to them, explaining that the 
case had become a matter between the 
sourt and the jury, and his instruc- 
tions had been to find for the defend- 
ant as a matter of law. 


The judge's talk was vigorously ob- 


jected to by Mr. Prendergast, the court 
allowing the exceptions. Finally Judge 
Seamans announced that the jurors 
would be called one at time to give 
their verdict. All the jurors save one 
announced their previous finding for 
the plaintiff, but consented to find for 
the defendant under protest. 
. 


Mr. Clayton, the one juror who re- 


fused to find for the defendant, was 
committed to the marshal in contempt 
of court. After a recess the jury again 
returned, but Juror Clayton reiterated 
his former statements, and tliat with 
all due respect for the court, he could 
not return a verdict for the defendant. 


Mr. Prendergast then endeavored to 


induce the court to nonsuit his case, or 
dismiss the jury, such action to be con- 
sidered as equivalent to a verdict re- 
turned.in response to the court's or- 
der,

Above all things should the shooter 


keep np steady pressure with the trig- 
ger finger, and on no ::ccct:nt yield to 
the temptation to add just a little more 
force suddenly. The technical terms 
expressing these qualifications are 
"goodholder," and "good trigger pull." 


The revolver is peculiarly an Amer- 


ican weapon. 
The Americans have 


made scores never approached by any 
other nation. Not only are they first 
but they occupy every position be- 
tween that and the twentieth. The 
weapons in use are the quick firing or 
self-cocking and single action. What the 
self-cocker gains in rapidity of action 
is more than lost by lack of accuracy. 
Still there are records where one has 
been able to put five shots in a space of 
one foot square at a distance of thirty- 
six feet in four-fifths of one second. 
Such work is exceptional.

The sheriff of Lawrence county and 


the marshal of Lawrence's capitol city 
came to Portsmouth last evening, and 
hunting up Marshal Schmitt told him 
they were after one William Brumfield, 
a fireman on the "Keystone State," 
They have been after him for a long 
time. He was a partner of McDonald 
and Baldwin, who were sent to the 
penitentiary in September, 1693, for 
stealing copper 
from 
the 
steamer 


"Louise." Brumfield has made himself 
scarce ever since, but the officers had a 
warrant for him and have been on the 
lookout. Yesterday they learned that 
he was employed as fireman on the 
Keystone State. 


The boat had passed Ii-ontori wuen 


they received that information, and 
they came down here to intercept it. 
When the boat landed the two Law- 
rence county officials, Marshal Schmitt 
and Policemen Froesch and McFarland 
went aboard. They didn't find their 
man at the fireman's usual place and 
went on to the engine room. Here 
they saw the massive form of Bruna- 
field seated near a big tool chest. Mar- 
shal Collier stepped up and said: "Bill, 
I want you." The two 
marshals 


nabbed him and started toward the 
front of the boat. The prisoner asked 
to go back after his coat, and his cus- 
todians obligingly turned back and 
started with him, Collier in front, the 
prisoner next and Schmitt bringing up 
the rear, holding the prisoner by the 
right wrist. The other officers were 
on the wharf-boat. Marshal Schmitt 
released his hold with one hand and 
blew his whistle to attract the officers 
on the wharf-boat. Just as he whis- 
tled, Brumfield, gave a jump, broke 
loose and darted back into the boat, 
He beat Collier to his coat and got a 
revolver, firing at the Ironton marshal. 
He then slid down into the hold of the 
boat, McFarland firing at him. 


The officers looked at each othe^- 


the captain of bhe boat was giving 
orders to proceed down the river, and 
the five stepped over into the wharf 
boat while the Keystone State and its 
firemen moved on. 


Brumfield was doubtless armed and 


it would have meant death to any man 
who attempted to follow him into the 
hold. The officers 
probably 
didn't 


think about staying on board and play- 
ing a game of freeze-out. At, any rate 
they returned to Ironton last night 
without their prisoner. They confided 
to Portsmouth officers before leaving 
that they would rather take a whipping 
than go back that Way, but no one 
volunteered to whip them and back 
they went.
